Please give us a summery of your personal skate history, 
and how it effects you.today. 

I started skating at approximatly 6 years of age. I ska- 
ted sidewalks seriously until 12 years of age, at which 
time, I started to also skate banks. At 16, I started to 
compete in the first contests of the day. I also started 
to ride pools, slolom, etc. I was sponsored by Zephyr, G 
&3, and Tracker. At age 20, I went into business with Pow- 
ell, At 24 years, I took a back seat to put my energy and 
direction into the Bones Brigade. 

My past effects my present because of the deep roots and 
the pure fun I had riding sidewalks, 

Can you explain why skating fell into the dark, gloomy 
hole of unjustified doom? Was it because of lame companies, 
pulling out, Action Now, park insurance, the skaters?! 

What were the causes of this unpecidented demise? 

Simple. Skating is on a ten year cycle. It comes in and 
goes out naturally. Although bad parks, constantly chang- 
ing board and wheel sizes, and fast buck artists help it 
to get darker. Skating today is much more natural and true. 
It's back to it's roots. 

What is your opinion of Bennett, Nash and other equally 
lame companies who spear the masses and cause laughter, 
anger and resentment in the hearts of many skaters? 

Believe it or not, we do need someone to make cheap boards 
so young kids as well as poor kids can get their feet in 
the door. Once they are in, if they are serious, they will 
usually move up to good equipment. Bennett just has an ego 
problem. 

Do you sense apprehension among the business ropes that 
skating may fall again? 

Yea, a little. 

Do you think businesses are ready to pull out at the sli- 
ghtest discomfort? 

No, only the fast money people will leave. 

Can you suggest any precautions the business world should 
take to prevent a repeat in history? 

Do not get over professional, don't promote skate parks... 
promote skating as the fun sport it is,..it is fun. 

Do you feel that skaters today are lacking in skate history, 
thejr roots? 

Ye but that is to be expected. It will change when style 
becomes important, 

How do you think that this, in general, effects skating as 
a whole? 

It makes performance the most important element; Who does 
the best tricks. It also makes the contest promoters lack 
vision. They can't see the mistakes from the past, which 
is dangerous. 

Do you think the lack of pools and parks, leaving mainly 
ramps with limited lines, has produced somewhat of a generic 
style among skaters today[ skaters in general]? 

Yes, to a certain extent. But you must understand that every- 
thing is in cycles, We are pushing this generic element to 
the limit which is necessary. When we reach the limit, we 
will move to change naturally, 


What are the major differences you see in skating now as 
opposed to then? 

We are now in the performance age. When I skated it was 
the style age. 

What do you think of the mass media hype? 

It is to be expected. It's great if we can influence it. 
We have little or no control over it. 

Why and when did Powell/Peralta begin? Did you not join 
with Mr. Powell after he began the business? Were you just 
fed up with what you were seeing and what you had to deal 
with,with other companies, or were you attracted by money? 

George and I joined up in '78, a year after he had been 
in business. I was not attracted by money. I wanted a fute 
ure in skateboarding, I wanted to create the best team, ads, 
products, ect... I wanted to be a part of it. I did not want 
to go to college and start something else. 

To what extent do you interact with your team riders? Do 
you give them lots of support, coach them, give them advise, 
or do you just sign the check and send them on thier way? 

I am their coach, agent, manager, big brother. I look out 
for them. I love to see them succeed. Each of them is a 
unique individual, requiring specific attention. 

Do you feel that other companies lend enough support[not in 
cash/goods] to thier riders? 

No, they don't. They are not personal enough. Their heart 
is not into it. 

Do you have any ultimate goals as Powell/Peralta? Is there 
anything in particular you wish to achieve as a corporation? 

Besides sustaining all that we have accomplished so far, 
and continuing to develop new products... I would like to 
see to it that skateboarding has an organic growth. I would 
also like to make a video that shows off the essence of skate- 
boarding... a video anyone could watch and get a taste of the 
skateboard lifestyle. 

What about the contest scene... a brief comparison of now and 
then. 

Altho it's more regular and standardizednow, contests are 
always too long, sloppy and carnivalish, etc. 

Do you feel they are too high pressure, leaving out the sk& 
for fun attitude? 

No, contests are contests, as far as pressure is concerned, 
It's the magazines that present them as too serious or not 
enough fun, or as the all important events that we all should 
bow down to... Contests are vehicles to evolve state of 
the art, bring people together, and are kind of trade 
show for skaters wares and personalities as well as companies. 

Do you feel the Ams should be seperated from the pros in 
contests? 

Amatuers should have their own division, if that's what you're 
asking. Ams should also be regional, so as to d&yelop local 
champions... very important. 

Do you feel the pros are adequatly paid? 

The pros on my team are. 
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Do you think that judging. techniques used during contests 
are fair and accurate? Do you think there is a better system? 

It is, always has, and always will be the same good and 
bad situation. Judging will never be systemized, it will 
always be lame. It has to be. The essence of judging is lame. 
So any time you try to do anything with it, your doomed. We 
just have to understand this going into it. 

What is your opinion of the N.S.A.? Do you feel they are 
promoting the sport in a healthy positive way? 

The N.S.A. is fulfilling a much needed job. They are not the 
only answer. They are providing a piece of the pie and only 
a piece. 1t is important they keep an open mind. By the way, 
they have a hellish job. 

Would you catagorize [god forbid] skating as a sport, or as 
a means of expression and art? 

Skateboarding is a sport and an art form. There is so much 
rythym, motion, style and individuality. 

What are your feelings on the possibilities of skating be- 
coming depersonalized... becoming generic such as football? 

It will die if it becomes this. It did in the early 80's. 
It's nature is personalized self expression.... Competition 
is not the answer to skating. FUN IS. 

Do you have any predictions for the future? Do you think 
that as the tricks become more and more bio, that a change 
in terrain will be necassary? 

Terrain will definatly change. Right now I think products 
will start to evolve. In the years to come, ramps will change 
out of necessity. Right now we have a standard design that 
ramps fit into, which is a fairly new concept. From here you + 
will probably see allsorts of creatively shaped ramps start 
to pop up, which will in turn change the way the skaters sk&. 

In the immediate future, I see bodily tweaking aerials to * 
the max as a new form in style[on vert]. I believe street 
style is just on the ground floor and could grow to untold 
popularity with all the possibilities. 

Do you think in the long run that skating may be unhealth- 
y on the body... because of the constant knee action and 
compaction of the muscles? 

I don't know and I'm very concerned: 

Do you still skate, how often and what is your favorite 
terrain? 

Yes, as often as I feel, Changes all the time. I prefere 
s et, good smooth banks, hills, and small 4' half pipes. 

Wh&t is your favorite thing to do, unrelated to skating? 

Concentrate, and laugh with friends. Learn something new. 

Any advise for the up and coming? 

Take your time. Live your tricks, don't just do them. 

Really learn to Skate before you begin doing all the moves. 

Some guys are hot on vertical, but you ask them to just 

simply ride down the street and they look like a night— 

mare. If you love skating, you'll get everything out of 

itgthat you could ever hope to. 

Also, when you wade through all the business, success of f 
the sport, demo and contests, you get to the real part of 

skating, it is fun. That's it, it's fun, and that's why we 

did it to begin with. 


This go round i“11 talk of layering, repairing, up keep, and 
your general do's and don'ts of ramp construction. Well start 
with the final layering. To date: nothing can beat steel. Un- 
hampered by any weather conditions and is unbelievebly fast. 
Costs $100 dollarsper 6x12 sheet of 1/8 inch steel. If you can 
purchase the steel it's worth it. Consider wood costs.

The wood weed. over a 2 year period on a 16foot wide x 10foot tall 
ramp using 4 layers of 3/8inch ply costs. approximately $650.00. 
Which is close to the cost of steel. When laying steel 11 
gauge is a recommended thickness, It should bedrilledevery 16" 
inches using 3/16" inch bits. That's approximately 50 holes per 
sheet. Next counter sinkeach hole with 3/8" inch counter-sinking 
pits. This process is long and tedius. Apowerful driil will be 
needed, along with extra bits, but it's worth the time and trou- 
ble, and itm a telling you that firsf ride is a stoker. All 
drilling must be completed pyror to layering. 


Use a tape and chaulk line to map out your holes, but 
first paint the bottom of your sheets with red primer to 
insure a no rust situation. Moving steel is a task, so 
you can't afford many mistakes. A wench or good lever- 
age technique must be used when laying the walls with 
this stuff. At 375lbs. per sheet it isn't going. to be 

Measy. You should have at least six people on hand before 

f you even try (refer to Lapper issue Vol. 2 No. 1 for the 
ladder technique). Next a powerful drill or screw gun 
with MAX hardened screw tips will be needed to screw the 
sheets down with. 2 inch case hardened screws should 
be used rather than drywallscrews or any other inferior 
screws. Be sure you take your time on figuring how the 
sheets will lay out, you want to make the least amount of 
cuts as possible, Which brings us to cutting the stuff. 
Put an asbestos metal cutting blade on your circular saw, 
smoke a cig or take a snickers brake cuz you'll need all 

fj the patience you can get! Mark your cut line with a magic 
myrker, then go to it! Expect about 30 minutes for each 

#6" cut ethis is why you want to make minimal cuts. Be 
sure and measure your cuts exactly to the 16th of an inch. 

After you ¢o through all this hell... there's more! 

All screws that protrude must be grinded down using a disc- 
sander. Then and only then, are you ready to paint. First 
paint the ramp with primer, about 2 layers is good enough. 
Then paint with exterior grade paint (non~gloss). 

0.K. for you cheaper wood types use exterior 3/8ths inch 
sanded ply, lay your sheets vertically (that's length wise 
fool!) Drywall screws can be used for this method, but nails 
work just as good. Use 12D glue nails or spifal nails, and 

| >be sure and get your seams as tight as possible (for speed)! 
* For repairing a wood layer with holes, mark the hole with 
a square, then set your ciresaw blade on 3/8ths of an inch 
and carefully disect the damaged piece. Then replace with 
anew one the same size as the old one, simple stuff but 
some folks can't do it.
